IUR “ FIFTH COLUMN” 


Is there a “Fifth Column” in Al- 
berta? Off hand we would say 
“No” at once, but after the experi- 
ence of the wholesale treachery and 
treason in Norway it is foolish to 
be too complacent, too tolerant. 
There are in every district of Al- 
berta, probably in most provinces 
of Canada colonies of Germans. It 
would be cruel and unjust to con- 
clude that all these people are Nazi- 
minded—in the last war many good 
people suffered unjustly. But we 
are at war now and the Nazi of 
today is a very much more danger- 
ouse enemy than the Junger of the 
Kaliser’s day, and we can afford to 
take no chances. The Hitler gov- 
ernment can and will bring such 
pressure to bear on their nationals 
in this and every country to spy 
and work for the Reich that it 
will, be very difficult for them to 
resist. For every sin of omission 
or commission against the Nazi 


state they will make their relations 


in Germany suffer from imprison- 
ment in a concentration camp to 
facing a firing squad, 

The government should find out 
if these Germans are sympathizers 
with Hitler (and many of them 
still profess they are) or left Ger- 
many because of Hitler and his 
Nazis. If they are the former they 
should be carefully watched, if the 
latter, they deserve our sympathy 
and help. But the Nazi goats should 
be separated from the Anti-Nazi 
sheep, 

It is very true that a really dan- 
gerous man would not speak Ger- 
man. or express Nazi sympathies in 
mixed company, but he would be 
a key man around which discontent 
and treason would gather.
